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PREFACE 


This volume of the Descriptive Catalogue -of Sansknt^anuscnpts depo- 
sited at Sri Vidyadhisha Sanskrit Manuscripts’ library, Dharwar ( Mysore 
State ) is being published under the Government of India’s financial assistance 
scheme for publishing the Catalogues of Manuscripts m Sanskrt, F5lt, 
Prakrt, etc 

Seven hundred and six manuscripts are described here About three 
hundred of these belonged to the family collection of Sri K T Pandurangt 
and the rest were collected by him during the years 1948-60 from the Bombay 
Karnatak area (now forming the Belgaum Division in Mysore State) as 
his private collection Sri Vidyadhisha Sanskrit Manuscripts Library was 
registered in 1961 and these manuscripts formed the nucleus of this Library 
Soon after the work of publishing a catalogue of these MSS was undertaken 
which is now being issued 

This collection of Sanskrit MSS even though small, comprises of all 
important branches of Sanskrit literature. » e Veda, Dharmasatra, Purana 
Darsana, etc The number of MSS described under each of these heads is as

The above manuscripts arc described m this catalogue m a tabular form 
as per the scheme of cataloguing circulated by the Government of India The 
details given under each column arc explained below 

Col 1 The serial number and the subject are mentioned under this column 
Major subject headings like Veda, Purapa etc are given as section 
headings only, while und^r this column the particular subject treated 
in the work is menlioned so as to enable the reader to have an exact 
idea of the content of the work If the work is a criticism of some 
other work or an abridgement of or a commentary on some other 
work, this fact is also mentioned In regard to more important 
manuscripts about ivhich funher informatton is given in the appendix 
the letter ‘E* is inserted to indicate that further ‘Explanation’ is 
gk\en in the Appendix 
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Col 2 The Library Accession number is given here so as to enable the reader 
to locate the manuscript immediately on the shelf 
Co! 3 The title of the work is mentioned here both in Roman and De\a- 
nagarl scripts The alternate title, if any, is given m the bracket If 
the work is already printed, it is indicated with an asterisk. 

Col 4 & 5 The names of author and the commentator respectively are men- 
tioned here 

Col 6 Material or substance vu whether the manuserpt is written on paper 
or plam leaf is mentioned liere The letter ‘P* indicates 'Paper*. 
Col 7 This column gives the script, *D’ indicates Devanagari 
Col 8 The size in centimetres, the total number of folios, lines per page, and 
the nmber of letters in each line are given here 
Col 9 The extent of the manuscript is mentioned here ‘ C * indicates 
‘Complete’ and ‘Inc’ indicates ‘Incomplete’. 

Col 10 In case of the dated manuscripts, the sal.a or samvat are as given in 
the MS IS mentioned here In other cases an idea is given whether the 
manuscript is very old, old or recent This is only a broad hint A 
detailed examination of the each MS is necessary at the time of 
editing 

Col 1 1 Under this column all other particulars that are not covered in the 
earlier columns are given The name of the scribe or the ov\ner 
of MS, if any, references to other copies in other Manuscripts 
Libranes, if any, details of the missing folios, information given in the 
colophon, marginal remarks, and any other information that may be 
useful to the research scholar is given here In regard to the MSS for 
which the letter ‘ E ’ is inserted under Col I this information is gi\en 
in the Appendix 

Out of the seven hundred and six manuscripts listed in the tabular form, 
seventy two manuscripts are annotated m the Appendix The annotations 
include a brief note on the date and life of the author or commentator, refe- 
rence to his other works, the special features of the work under renew, the 
historical and literary information contained in the manuscript, quotations 
from and cross references to other works and such other information that 
may be useful for the research scholars In addition, the beginning and the 
end are reproduced The colophon and the post colophon remarks are also 
reproduced 

Copies of nearly half of the manuscripts listed m this catalogue are also 
available in other Manuscripts Libraries, particularly at Madras, Mysore, 
Tanjorc and Baroda The beginning and the end of these arc produced in 
the Descriptive Catalogues of those Libraries. Therefore, single copy manu- 



scripts and the manuscripts that are not described in those catalogues are 
given preference in selecting for annotation here 

Apart from the Manuscripts specially selected for annotation, nearly 
about hundred ivorhs — big and small — are being brought to the notice of the 
scholars for the first time through this catalogue These include four sub- 
commentones on the |?gbhasya of Madhva, a few later works on Dharma- 
sasira commentaries on portions of Mahabharata, Hanvamsa and other 
Puranas, a few compendiums and advanced Krodapatras on Tarka, some 
interesting stotras, a new commentary on a portion of Patanjali s Maha- 
bhasya and a few Jyotisa works 

TTie collections on Dvaita Vedanta deserve particular mention The 
manuscripts of almost all important works on Dvaiia Vedanta are brought 
together here for the first time Comparatively older and well preserved manu- 
scripts of all 37 works of Sri Madhva, all the commentaries of Jayatlrlha on 
Sri Madhva’s works and several sub commentaries on Ja^atirtha’s works are 
noticed here A few works which were hitherto known only by references 
or tradition are brought to the notice of the scholars for the first time Sn 
Narahanlirlha’s commentary on GUabh&sya, Sn Vidyfidhiraja’s commentary 
on Gith, several newly traced commemanes on Taltvapraklsika and Dasa- 
prakaranas, a few Upanisatkhanddrthas, and a few works on Prameya or 
Dvaita theology which were so far not available are noticed here 

The nucleus of this collection started from the private collections of 
Pandurangi family Therefore, most of the works written by the members 
of the Pandurangi familj, iic, Anandabhatthraka, Sn Vidyadhisatirlha Kesava 
bhaitarak and Ratnamlla NarasimhScarya and their disciples, particular!), 
Narasimhayati arc preserved in this collection and noticed in this catalogue 

Besides adding the indices of works and authors as usual, a hst of the 
scribes is also given This, it is hoped, will be useful in many ways In 
some MSS both the scribe and (he dale arc mentioned while m others only (he 
scribe is mentioned In such cases wherever the scribe is common wc can 
easily settle the date of both the MSS The senbes sometimes mention the 
owner or the person under VNhose lostructions the manuscript was copied and 
some limes the name of the teacher for whose service the copying was made 
A reference to the common scribe together w ith this information coalamcd m 
oncofthcMSS will enable us to settle the date of c^cn those MSS wherein 
merely the mmc of the senbe or the owner is mentioned Similarly a 
reference to the scribe in one of the manuscripts which has a common hand 
as riling ssith one or more others which mention the dale is also useful With 
these advantages in view, not only the scribes’ names arc mentioned under 
column 11 of the table but a consolidated list of the scribes is giicn at the

This is a sub-commentary on /ayatirtha’s corarocniary on 
^gbhasya of Madhvacarya. The commentator R&macandrabhiksu ( C. 1575- 
1635 )was a distinguished PontifT of theVyhsarnjamalb and fifth in succession 
from Vylsaraja. He belonged to the Kambalu group of Southern Kamatak 
Brahmins. He received a copper plate grant from Immadi Kempc Gouda; 
( Ep. Car. Suplc. iii'iv ). The famous Vidyadhi^tlrtha of Uttaradi Mutt 
criticises his interpretation of a passage in Nyayasudha { vide VAkyarthacan- 
drika page 268 b ). 

This commentary on RgbhasyatikS of Jayatirtha is full of grammatical 
discussions and passages from Mahabhhsya, Khsikh and Upadi Sotras are 
quoted. Two MSS of this ( Mys. O. L. D 122 and B 127 ) work which 
also contain only first two chapters arc reported. His other works arc 
( 1 ) a commentary on Nyhyasudhh ( published at Dharwar ) ( ii ) a commen- 
tary on Tailvavnckalika ( Pejavarmutt library 1 ( lii ) a commentary on 

Aitarc)abhas>a ( not attested by MS so far ).

The commentator Sn Raghavendrayati ( 1623-71 A. D. ) is one of the 
memorable writers of Dvaita school A fine poetic account of his life and 
career is given m Raghavendcavtjaya by Nhrhyana He has about 40 works 
to his credit ( about 30 of these are deposited in this Library ) Most of 
these are sub-commentaries on Jayatirtba’s works His commentary on 
Nyaynsudha i. e , Parimala is one of the finest works in Dvaita philosophy.

More than his scholarship 
in Vedanta and Vyakarana, his devotion to R^anSma has resulted in this 
unique commentar).

This IS an elaborate and scholarly sub-commentary on Nyhyasudhti of 
Jayatlrtha which is a commentary on Brahmasotrhnuvyakhyhna of Sri 
Madhvacarya. Madhva’s Aauvyakhyltna is a critical supplement to his own 
Bhasya. In this work not only he criticises Sankara’s interpretation of 
Brahmasutras but also critically examines some of the fundamental theories 
of Advaita Vedanta such as the identity of Jjva and Brahman, the concept of 
amrvacaniya etc. He also refutes Vivaranakara SriUarsa, Anandabodha etc. 
Therefore, Anuv>akhyana of Sri Madhva has been the centre of Dvaitadvaita 
dialectical controversies Jayatirtha, the commoniator-par-excellence on 
Madhva, has fully developed all these discussions into Ins great commentary 
Nyayasudha on this work Jayatirtha critically examines the whole range of 
dailectical literature till his lime not only of Sankara's school or of Vedanta 
system but of all the systems of Indian Philosophy such as Mimansa. Nyaya- 
vaisesika, Samkhya-yoga etc. Thus, Jayatirtha’s Nyayasudha is an encjclo- 
pidiac work on Indian Philosophy In view of this unique nature of the work 
several sub-commentanes (about 26) were written on this work m course 
of time. The present work Vakyarthacandnkh is the most outstanding sub- 
commentary on NySyasudha of Jayatirtha 

Vidyadhisa the author of this sub-commentary was a pontiff of UttarSdi 
Mutt ( C. 1619-31 ). He was the son of the famous Anandabhaita Pandu- 
Tangi of Punatflmba (Ahmadnagar District m Maharastra State ) theauihor 
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of NySyStnirtakaatakoddhara ( S. No. 485 ). There was a philosophical 
disputation between Vidyadlilsa and Rangojibhatta the brother of Bhattoji 
Diksita at the court of Kcladi Venkatappa N4yaka ( sec S. No. 508 for parti- 
culars of this debate ). A full account of Vidyidhisa’s life is given m a poem 
Vidyadhis’avijaya by Janardana Suri (S. No. 604 ). 

This work of Vidyadhis'a is a critical and scholarly exposition of Nyaya- 
sudha. The commentator reveals his mastery over Mimansa and Vyikarana 
and answers Appayya Dixita’s criticism that the codes of these two sSstras 
are disregarded by Madhva. He cntically reviews the views of Vivarana and 
other standard authors of Advaita. This work is only on first five adhi- 
karanas, the rest being completed by his younger brother Kesavabbatta 
Pandurangi, His other works are: sub-commentanes on PramSpalaksanatika, 
Visnutattvanirnayatika, KathSlaksanatik^ and TalavakSra Bhasya. He has 
also written some small treatises on religious practices such as Tithitraya- 
nirnaya. 

The present MS is (he oldest available of this work and is in a fairly good 
condition.

He toured all over India and was entombed atEkacakranagaron the bank of 
Jamna ( Meerut District in U P ) The present poem gives all these details. 

The author of this poem Jandrdana Sun states himself to be a disciple of 
Vedamdhitirtha the successor of Vidyadhila He has been a contemporary 
of Vedanidhi, Satyavrata and Salyanidht. It is not clear whether he was also 
a contemporary of Vidyadhlia or collected the material for his poem through 
the oral tradition The latter seems to be the case since he is wrongly m* 
formed m a few details He mentions Sudhmdraijrtha but docs not mention 
Raghavendratirtha He confuses V5dmdra the Advaita scholar with the 
Vhdtndra of Raghavendra Mutt who is much later He claims to be the 
author of both the poem and the commentary but a few discrepancies between 
the two create suspicion about this claim He also claims to have written 
Satyamdhi Vijaya which is not attested by MS
